For example, the system can disable 
a cellular phone if it is separated from the user by more than 
a predetermined distance. It includes an identification signal 
transmission unit and a use prohibition mode cancelling unit 
attached or mounted to a cell phone. 

The technique described in claims 23-24 and 29-31 differs from 
what is mentioned in Dl in that the portable device is partly 
disabled when separated from the person carrying it. 
Therefore, the technique described in claims 23-24 and 29-31 
is reconsidered to be novel, to involve an inventive step and 
to be industrially applicable. 

The cited document represents the general state of the art. 
The invention defined in claims 1-14, 23-27, 29-32, 36, 37, 39 
is not disclosed by this document. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed portable 
device for connection to a person. Therefore, the claimed 
invention is not obvious to a person skilled in the art.
